No one there believed the figures

No rolUble flcuroa were ob- 
tatnablo from ofllclal sources, and 
In the nbaence of these reports, were 
rogarded aa grossly exaggerated. 

The camp is situated at the side 
of a railway embankment 30 feet 
in htisht. A large open apace like 
a Tlllag* gr^ atrotehea away for 
some dlttaneo. Thia Ig avrrounded 
by better class houBM, two or three 
stories high, built In European 
style, for San Stefano Is the' sum- 
mer resort of many of the more 
wealthy foreign rMldtntf of Con- 
■tnntlnople. 

Two Ottoman aoldidra were atand- 
Ing on guard nt the mtnuioe^to the 
camp, but they never made a mo- 
tion. Thjsir duty was to prevent 
thbhe within the cordon .from ee- 
capiiiK anil not to liindor otkor pw* 
pie from, entering. ' 
' A nauseating picture was wit- 
noHOd at the Mde of tbe railroad. 
The hodiea whieh had been thrown 
from traiBa lay ns they had teUen. 
Some had stuck on top of the em- 
bankment; othcrg had roiled part 
of the way down, and some had 
reached tUn bottom. Some of the 
corpses lay stiffly alone. Others 
were in grovpa of threes or fours. 

▲rvaad « oB»«tory itablc at the 
fo«t of the embankmmt ,waa a 
group of 60 dead and dying, tying 
close together, apparently for 
warmth, on the slopes of a manure 
pile, \vhl(h tti,. 8i<k men had found 
softer tliiin (I,, haril Kroiiiul. ' 

One mau on top of tbe pile was 
digging with his flngera a trough, 
in which to lie! The trough soon 
became hla grave. 

Aa the visitors eame qear, one 
victim attempted to crawi across 
tile road to tlie riowded manure 
heap, but failed and fell in the 
roadway. Others lying around 
ralMd their hMda and cried in the 
KgarllMT of the attntdanta, that they 
w«ip« given no bread or wiler. 

When half way aeron<the fields 
tbe visitors passed dead and dying 
men,, sometime* at Intervale of a 
yard, sometimes from 10 to SO 
yardg apart.

Several '^of the sick men raised 
themselves with dlfl|culty and 
stumbled towhrd s well, from which 
they tried to tllp water with their 
long sashes, wetting the ends aad 
moistening their parched mouths 
with them. 

Therf. were hundreds of dead and 
thousands of sick in this camp, 
many of them lying en the ground, 
UBd great numl>ers supporting their 
hacks againat the liouses bordering 
the open flelda, moet of which' are 
deserted. 

Thp romparatlveiy few Turkish 
soldiers brought to the hospitals, 
barracks and mosques at Constanti- 
nople are more fortunate, although 
most Of them die after reaching 
their deetiaatlon. Some tew of 
them .ar« gtvea beds to lie la and 
water to drink. 

San Stefano is not the worst 
cholera camp. That at Hademkeui, 
near the TcbataIJa lines. Is still 
more extensive. How many patients 
are there is not . known, but it Is 
certain tlierii are thoaaaatfi, and 
moat of tkeaa AaaMlaaa mm^ from 
Asia Miaor to fight for the defeaae 
of the Ottoman capital.

Auetria, Germany and Rniala are 

calling their men to tbe colors. Ser- 
vla's scarred army ig in the Aeld, 
and with it and supporting it are 
tbe victorious legions of tbe Bul- 
gers, the Oiaeks aad tbe Moateae- 
grlns. 

The Aualriaa Daaube flotilla — 
two monitors, two torpedo boats 
and four gunboats — are rushing 

down tlie Danube to Helgradp un- 
der full steam. The dispatch of 
tbcBi' vcFHcls is shrouded In secrecy 
so far as official explanations are 
concerned, but their miaalon ie 
plainly k hostile one. 

Austria to-aigbt has . 400,000 
tronpg on a war footing: 800,000 of 
them are massed on the Servian 
frontier. IteservistH aii' reporting 
for duty at every military post in 
the country. 

To the Austrian frontier are 
rnahlng thoaaaads of Raaataa 
troops as fast as they caa be mo- 
bilised. The offlclal ReichpoBt of 
Vienna eotimates that by Thursday 
the Czar will have centralised a 
great a'lnv m' 1.20ii.nn() men.

In the meantime Albania, the 
bone of contention In the Imbroglio, 
has proclaimed her Independence. 
ThIa, In reality, Is a proclamation 
by Austria, and It means that Ser- 
vla's efforts to secure for herself a 
"widow" on the Adriatic have been 
thwarted by ii durinij diplomatic 
ruse. 

Independent Albania, thus cre- 
ated Without the conaent of Servia, 
means Auatrlaa coatrol, shared 
with Italy. The Auatrian press ac- 
cuses Russia of being behind Servia 
and of being . responsible for the 
present situation.

Dr. Richard 
Dewey. 

The commlaslon's report conslstB 
of several thousand words, and 
starta out with settlag forth per- 
sonal and family history of the de- 
fendant.

a lower ti;;ure. 

Kolliiwiim the tiession ami at the 
ilire(iiiin of tlie board, I'l' !• m 
Riuey issued a statement which 
gives rise to the belief 4hRt the 
hoard thinks there Is little chanea 
for a tale in<the near future and ad- 
vising the farmers to handle their 
tobacco with care. In order that it 
Miav l,i. tiild by tlieni williout any 
deierioraiiun in <|uallty and wltb- 
out any harm being done to the 
weed. 

The buyers say that the crop of 
tobacco this year Is inferior and 
that It will not average up to the 

samples and prices that the associa- 
tion has fixed and tli:ii tliev there- 
fore "ill iidt pay the pric.-s that are 
asked. The jjrowers. tliroiiuh the 
board of control, say that they 
must receive the prices they ask, to 
make a legitimate profit on their 
crop, that tbe tobacco la worth the 
money they ask and that they can- 
not and will not sell it for less. 

From present imlicat ions it looks 
as though tlic 'armers are settling 
down to a waitiiit; uame, and tliev 
state that ihcy will hold their to- 
bacco indefinitely heCoiit sc'llns aU 
pricea lower than those they hsve 
flxsd.

A 
similar amount is to be paid wid- 
ows of ex-Presidents aa lOBg Bg they 
remain unmarried. 

The penaiooa ara to be promptly 
offered to th^ ax-Praaidaata or their 
widowa, so that ao applleatloa will 
be retiuired from them. Payment 
Is to be continued so long as the 
reiipienis i'< main unprovidad for 
by the Government." 

The anouncement followed the 
second annual meeting of the cor- 
poration, held at the raaldaace of 
Andrew Carnagi« hare and attend- 
ed by the corporation's eight trus- 
tees.
